FAMOUS AUTHORS. 

\. I'. Willis always looked as though 
he had just Stepped out o\' a bandbox. 
He was of light build and stood about 
live feet nine. He dressed in I h. 
taste and his countenance, though de 
licienl in manly dignity, was so pretty 
that be was a great favorite with the 

ladies. Sis partner, George P. Morns, 

wdio once was go popular as a song 
writer, was a short, stout man, with 
a dull countenance, which would hard- 
ly suggest, " Woodman, Spare that 
Tree." I'oe was of rathet undersi/.'\ 
and dressed in good taste for one so 
wretchedly poor. His face had a sad, 
dreamy, intellectual look. which 
would at once met attention. Long-' 
fellow was a man of indilTerent ap- 
pearance. Before be became gray be 
was "a blonde and the most striking 
feature was his nose, which was alto 
gether too prominent for beauty. 
When 1 liis! saw him bis face was 
clean-shaven, and this rendered the 
nasal organ the more conspicuous. I 
think that, be afterward wore full 
beard and moustache in order to give 
the rest of his face more fullness and 
thus reduce the nose to reasonable 
proportions. 

Bayard Taylor was ti man of very 
line personal appearance. He was tail 
and well shaped, and his countenance 
was marked by power. He loo had a 
prominent nose, hut it was one which 
gave dignity and strength to his faci . 

Edward Everel was a man of unusually 

tine appearance, and this added much 
to his admirable oratory, .lames Peni- 

more Cooper, however, bore I he palm 
among the literati of his day. and in 
fact, of any ot her day. It is doubtful 
if the world of letters ever contained 
his equal in manly beauty. He stood 
fully six feet and was finely proportion- 
ed. His movements were easy and bad 
that air whioh belongs to naval service. 
in which he passed his early years. 
His bead was large, and bis features 
were of a leonine cast, while his 
Brwy eyes were radiant, wiih power. 
He was one o( that class of authors 
whose personal appearance was supe- 
rior to their writings. 1 saw him once 
plead in court, the case being one of 
liis libel suits, and the impression be- 
calm at a, once indelible. Those li- 
bel suits, like libel suits in general, 
were a great blunder, bul I hey certain- 
ly developed a surprising gift of elo- 
quence. Cooper, indeed, WAS the Only 
American author whose oratory ex- 
celled his books.

Many people in Watertown will 
oasily bring to mind the sad case of .1 
■tranger dying al the Globe hotel, in 

lh is City, in April. 1888, whose friends 
could not be found by the police. The 

■tranger gave his name as George 

Mnos, and appeared to be a deaf mute, 
and much sympathy e*ae expressed for 
him al the time. The introduction to 

this strange myetery, which is now 

solved, is best, staled by reproducing 

the facts iii the case as printed in the 
Daily Time* of April 17, 1888: 

A well-dressed deaf and dumb mull 

came in on the last train on the Ulioa 
A- Black Biver R iad last, night and 
put up at the (liobe Hotel, where he 
registered as "George Euos, Quebec." 
Not rising fir breakfast this morning, 

Landlord Williams had a messenger 
sent, lo his room, when the door was 
found looked, and no answer being re 
ceived, an entrance was effected 
throqgb another source. The man 
was loilnd, as it was supposed, in a dy- 
ing condition, and Dr. Dean was 
promptly summoned. Tub doctor and 

Landlord Williams, when I hey arrived 
ii. the room, found the stranger very 
low yet, he was able to write in a pei- 
fcd ly legible band this : 

" It will take both of you to got me 

lip ; e in'l raise myself a loot." 

The doctor has been with him ne.irly 
ever since and attended him as care 
fully as though he whs one of his rUOSl 
intimate friends. Landlord Williams 
had been untiring in looking after the 

welfare ul his gueat.

lied of the name of l he man and his 
residence as registered. He at once 

telegraphed bo the chief of police at 

(Juebec, but as yet has received no 
answer. 

It is believed thai Mr. Bnoe stopped
